Children of Strike* 
breakers Attend 


Omaha, April lb.—Three 
hundred 
pupils of the Lowell school at South 
O m aha refused to attend school or to 
perm it other pupils to enter the school 
1 aiding and a riot am ong the pupils 
prevented by the police. T he trou­ 
ble grew out of the attendance at the 
school of tw o Japanese boys, sons of 
Japanese laborers, who helped to break 
’he strike in the packing houses 
last 
sum m er. 
Many of the w hite pupils 
in tho school are sons of the strikers, 
and feeling am ong them 
has 
been 
grow ing against the Jap an ese pupils 
since they entered the school. 
Three hundred of the w hite pupils 
w alked out of the school house and 
declared th at they would not attend 
school, and th a t no other pupils should 
do so until the Japanese were

The alternative which the resolution 
draw n to be adopted by the agents will 
present is that every one of them is to 
leave the Equitableand join other com­ 
panies, and according to some of the 
agents seen at the Savoy they will be 
led out of the society by Gage T. T ar­ 
bell himself if they have to go at all. 
There was not an agent in the crowd 
who had any idea that it would be 
necessary for them to uuit the Equita­ 
ble.

Washington, April IS.—Iii an opin­ 
ion delivered by Justice Peck ha in the 
supreme court of the United States 
held to be unconstitutional the 
New 
York state law making ten hours a 
day’s work in bakeries in that state. 
Justices 
Harlan, 
White, 
Day 
and 
Holmes dissented, and Justice Harlan 
declared that no more important 
de­ 
cision had been rendered within the 
last century. T^e opinion was handed 
down iii the case of Lockuer vs. the 
state of New York and was based on 
the ground that the law interferes with 
the free exercise of the rights of con­ 
tract between individuals. 


J u d g e P ark er H eld th e L ew G ood. 
The court of appeals of the state up­ 
held the law and affirmed the judg­ 
ment of the trial court holding lA>ek- 
uer guilty. 
Judge Parker wrote the 
opinion of the New York court of ap­ 
peals divided four to three on the ques­ 
tion of validity. The law Involved in 
the case is section 110 of the New 
York state labor law prescribing 
the 
hours of labor in bakeries In the state. 
Lock nor is a baker in the city of Utica, 
and was found guilty of permitting 
an employe to work iii his bakery more 
than sixty hours in a week, and fined 
$50. 


Say* th e Law G oef T oo F ar. 
The supreme court’s opinion dealt 
entirely with the constitutional ques­ 
tion involved. 
Justice Peckham said 
that the law is not an act merely fix­ 
ing the number of hours which shall 
constitute a legal day's work, “but an 
absolute prohibition on the employer 
permitting 
under any circumstances 
more than ten hours work to be done 
in his establishment.” 
He continued: 
“The employe may desire to earn the 
extra money which would arise from 
his working more than the prescribed 
time, but this statute forbids the em­ 
ployer from permitting me employe to 
earn it. 


In terferes w ith th e R ig h ts o f C ontract. 
U lt necessarily interferes with the 
right of contract between t^ie employer 
and employes concerning the number 
of hours \Vhich the latter may labor in 
the bakery of the employer. The gener­ 
al right to make a contract Iii rela­ 
tion to his business is part of the lib­ 
erty of the individual protected by the 
fourteenth amendment to the federal 
constitution. 
Under that provision no 
state can deprive any person of life, 
liberty or property without due process 
of law. 
The right to purchase or to 
sell labor is part of the liberty pro­ 
tected by this amendment, unless there 
are circumstances which exclude the 
right.”
